W ESR ſentlie conveined, conſidering the infinite ex- 
MW ' penlſes and great burding which the KiNnGs 
WESBEE molt ſacred Majeſtie their dread Lord and 
WARES Soveraine, hath been conſtrayned by the ſtrait- 
z telt bonds of Religion to vndergoe of laite, 


We 2nd in all likic-hood (hall lye vnder a long 
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Goſpell of Carrisr Jzsus profeſſed in this Land: And there-withal 
calling ro mynd the long Peace flooriſhing with Religion and Juſtice, 
which they haue enjoyed theſe many yeeres paſt ; and doe yet ſtill enjoy 
in this univerſall combuſtion of the Chriſtian world, And thatby the wyle 
juſt and happie governement of his ſacred Majeſtic : And that they haue 
notling to bee retourned to ſo great a King for ſo exceding greate and 
and rare benefits, but heartie and zealous affections ceeding to no Na- 
tion, and cuer readie with their goods lands and lyves to mainteine true 
Religion, his Majeſties royall Perſon and poſteritic, their Honours and 
Crownes. Therefore in moſt humble maner, The aids whole Es*:ar ts 
of this Realme doe earneſtlie beſeik his moſt ſacred Maicſtie, graciouflic 
to accept this their ofter of ane Taxattion to bee impoſed collected and 
payed to his Highnes, by the ſaids Esrares in maner and art the Foure 
Tearmes 
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Tearmes following: That is to ſay, The Earles, Lordes, and Commiſſio- 
nars of Shyres, for the Temporall Eſtate haue granted, That there ſhalbe 
vplifted of euerie pound Land of auld extent within this Realme, pertai- 
ning to Earles, Lords, Barrons, Frie holders, and Fewars of his Maieltics 
proper Lands, The Sotime of Threttie ſhillings money at euerie ane of 
the foure Tearmes following, viz. The Sofime of XXX.fhillings at the Feaſt 
and Tearme of Candlemes next to come, inthe yeare of Go» 1622, The 
Soumme of other XXX. (billings at the Feaſt and Tearme of Martinmes 
in the yeere of Gov 1622. The Soumme of other XXX. ſhillings. artthe 
Feaſt and Tearme of Martinmeſs jn the yeere of Gov 1623. And the 
Soumme of other XXX, ſhillings at the Feaſt and Tcarme of Martin- 
meſs in the yeere of Gop 1624. The Arch-biſhops and Biſhops for the 
Spirituall Eſtate, haue granted that there ſhalbe vplifted of all Arch-bi- 
ſhopriks,Biſhopriks, Abbacies,Pryories, and other inferior Benefices with- 
in this Realme, at euecric ane of the Foure Tearmes aboue-ſpecified; the 
juſt Taxation thereof as they haue beene accuſtomed to bee Taxed vnto 
at all ryme bygone, whenſocuer the Temporall Lands of this Realme wer 
ſtented to Threttic ſhillings of auld extent: And the ſame Taxation to be 

aycd at cueric ane of the Foure ſeverall Tearmes aboue-ſpeciftied. And 
the Commiſſhonars of Burrowes for their Esr arts, haue granted that 
there ſhalbce vplitted of all Burrowes within this Realme, at cueric anc 
of the Foure Tearmes aboue-written, The iuſt Taxation thereof as they 
haue been accuſtomed to bee Taxed in all tyme bygone, whenſocuer the 
Temporall Lands within this Reaſme, were ſtented tro Threttie ſhillings 
the pound Land of auld extent. And the ſaid Taxation to bee paycd at 
eucric ane of the Foure ſererall Tearmes aboue-written. And in regaird 
that his Maicftic hath ereQed ſundrie Prelacies in temporall Lord(hips 
whereby the owners thereof may claime to bee Taxed with the Barrons 
of the Temporall Eſtate, and there-throw his Highneſlc will bee defrau- 
ded of a great pairt of the ſame Taxation. 

THEREFORE IT IS Statute and Ordained, that all Erc&ions 
of Prelacies and other ſmall Benefices, in whole or in pairt, in Temporall 
Lordthips, ſhall in payment of the ſaid Taxtion pay to the Collefors 
thereof ſo mekle of the ſame Taxation [ pro rata] as if they were no wyle 
ereted,& asthey were {ubjectto doe before the eretion of the ſame.

diſſolved: Notwithſtanding of any condition conteined inthe infeftments 
and ſecurities made by his Majeſtie ro them in the contraire hereof. 
AND FORDER, the faids Esrarzs Anulles and diſcharges all Pri- 
viledges and Immunitics whatfoeuer, whereby any perſons may thincke 
themlſelfes frie of payment of this preſent Taxation ( the Privileges graq- 
red to the Qrdinar Scnators of the Colledge of Juſtice, and the Tanates 

B OL tas 
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of the Benefices giuen, diſponed, and morrified forthe intertainment of the 
univerſities and Colledges within this Kingdome onely excepted.) AS 
ALSO the faids EsrTArss conſidering that beſyds the ordinarie charges 
which his Majeſtie doth daily vndergoe for the maintenance of the Honour, 
Eſtate and Dignitie of his Highnes Kingdomes. The extraordinarie bur- 
dings which nowe lye vypon his Majeſtic by the occaſions before-wiitten 
are {o great, anddoe ſo neare concerne eueric Loyall and true hearted Sub- 
ie& of this Kingdome, as members of that body whereof his Majeſtic is 
the head: That in duetie they think themſelfes bound to beare a pairt of 
that burden, and to relicue his Majeſtic thereof. Therefore beſides the Ordi- 
nar Taxation aboue-written. THE faids EsTartes haue for the ſpace 
of Foure yeeres next and immediatlic following the Tearme of Martin. 
meſs nextocome, Voluntarlic and freelie granted to his Majeſtie a yeer- 
lie extra-ordinar Taxation of the Twentic pennie of all Annuelrents, whi- 
ch any perſon or perſons within this Kingdome haue freelie due and pay- 
able to them yeerlic or tearmlie | their owneAnnuelrent wherein they ar 
adetred to others being firſt deduced. ] The firſt tearmes payment where- 
of ſhall bee and begin at the ſaid Feaſt and Tearme of Martinmeſs next- 
tocorne,and fo furth yeerlic and tearmlie at Whitſunday and Martinmeſs 
whill the ſaids Foure yeeres and the Eight Tearmes payment thereof be 
fully and completelic out-run. A ND tor the better rryall of euerie man 
his Annuel-rent which hee hath yeerlie or tearmlie due to him: IT I'S 
ordeined, Thatthis A& bee publiſhed at the market croce of the Burgh of 
Edinburgh, and of the whole head Burrowes of the Shirefdomes, Stewars+ 
dries, Bailycries, and Regalitics, within this Kingdome, whereby all his 
Majeſties Leiges may haue true notice thereof, And therewithall the ſaids 
EsTratres WILLES, Ordeins and Commands, all his Majeſties Lei- 
ges that haue any Annuel-rent payed to them, That they compeire with- 
in the ſaid head Burgh of the Shirefdome, Stewardrie, Bailycric,or Rega- 
litic, orthe head Burgh in any of theſe Juri{diftions where the head-courts 
are halden, and wherethe ſaids Annuelrenters dwell or haue their ordinar 
re{idence, in any court day in ane of the laſt weekes immediathe precei- 
ding Whitſunday or Martinmeſs. At which tyme the Shirefs, Stewards, 
Bailyies, and Bailyies of Regalitics, and Proveſt and Bailyics of Burrows 
who are heretable Shirefs within them ſelfes, within the bounds of their 
Juriſdi&ions : ſhalbee obliſhed to hald Courts wecklic to the effet after- 
ſpecified.

which the Clerke and Iudge ſhall bee aſtricted to receiue, 
FURTHER, For the better obſervation of the ſayde Statute, Ir 
is declared, That whoſoever receiverh, retaineth, or conditioneth to re- 
_ ceiue any Annuel-rent, and concealeth the ſame, or any parte thereof: Or 
in giving up of his Inventor of Debtes, and Annuels owing by him 
unto his juſt Creditors, giveth up more than hee is juſtly addebred in- 
to, Vholoever firſt diſcovereth, and revealeth eyther the Annuell con- 
cealed, or Annuell which is more than the up-givers juſt debt, ſhall for 
his rewarde haue the halfe of that Tearmes concealed Annuell, and as 
much as the halte of that Annuell which ſhall bee diſcovered to haue 
becne unjuſtly given up. And incaſe it ſhall happen any perſon whart- 
ſoever, by vertue of his up-given Inventor, to bee charged for payment 
of his Taxation, and at the time of his charge to declare in przſenceof 
a Indge, by his great Oath folemnedly ſworne, that his Debtor is a 
Banke-ruprt, whereby hee is diſabled tro make payment of his Taxation, 
and is contented that the Kinges Majeſtic ſhall haue the whole Annuell-

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rent addebted unto him by his banke-rupt debres of chat Tearme: His 
Gyde Declaration ſhall be a ſufficient Liberation tohim of the ſame. And 
for eſchewing of malicious Dilatours of thoſe who haue omitted or con- 
ccaled their Summes, IT 15S ordayned, That whenſoever any per- 
ſon ſhall accuſe or dilate another of concealing or omitting of Summes 
the time of making his Inventor, Hee ſhall condeſcende upon ſome pro- 
bable cauſe of his dilation, and ſhall finde caution, | de judrcato ſolvi} in- 
caſe he fayle in proving that which he dilaterh : And there ſhall not fuch 
ations of dilations bee lawfull againſt dead perſons, their Heyres , nor 
Exequutors : Neyther ſhall ir bee lawfull after yeare and day, after the 
expyring of the ſayde Taxation, to intende any ſuch ation. And incaſe 
2ny per{on purchaſe wed-ſetre of Landes, and ferre the ſame backe againe 
in tacke unto him who wed-ſette the ſame to him, The Tackes-man, pol- 
ſeſſoar of the Landes, ſhall pay for the ſtent of the Landes, and the ha- 
ver of the wedde-ſette ſhall pay for the Annuell-rent of his money which 
hee hath on the Land, as if the ſame were employed for Annuell-renc, 
ATTOMUR, Jt ſhall nor bee lawfull, by no manner of way, for any 
Creditour to get reliefe of his Debtor , of this Taxation which is impo» 
ſed upon Annuell-rentes by this Stature, under the paynes contayned in 
the Actes of Parliament made againſt Uſurers, And concerning Mi- 
nors, IT IS declared, That their minorities ſhall no wayes priviledge 
them: But their Tutors and Curators ſhall giue up the Inventors of their 
Annuell-rentes in their names : which if the ſaydes Tutors and Curators 
fayle ro doe, the ſaydes Minores ſhall incurre the like daunger as others, 
and at their perfect age, ſhall haue a&ion of Reliete againlt rheir ſaydes 
Tutors and Curators for that cauſe. And incaſe any perſon depart out 
of this Kingdome, after the publication of this preſent Act, the {ame 
ſhall no wayes excuſe him from giving up of an Inventor of his Anmuell- 
rentes, and payment of the ſayde Taxation, and under-lying of the dan- 
ger contayned in this preſent Act. Bur thoſe who are preſently foorth 
of this Realme, and ſhall not returne before the Tearme of Martinmeſſze 
next, they ſhall not come under the daunger of this Act, untill the Tearme 
of Whitſunday next: Providing that at that Tearme they giue up their 
Inventor, and pay their Taxation, as if they had beene prefent within 
this Realme before the foreſayde Tearme of Martinmeſſe next. And 
for the up-lifting of the foreſayde Texation , graunted upon Annuell- 

rentes, And to the effect His Majeſtics generall Colle&or thereof ma 
know now whom to craue and charge for the ſame, IT IS Statu- 
ted and Ordayned, That within every Shyreffdome, Stewardrie, Bayllyerie, 
and Regalitie, where the Offices of Shyreffes, Stewardes, and Bayllies are 
heretable: and the Proveſtes and Bayllies of Burrowes, who are hergra- 
ble Shyreffes within themſelues: Theſe heretable Officiers, and their De- 
puties, for whome they ſhall bee holden to aunſwere, Shall colle& the 
ſayde Taxation, and make payment thereof to his Majeſties ColleQor 
Generall of the foreſaydes Taxations. And where theſe Offices arenot 
heretable, but changeable, The Clerkes within the ſaydes Iuriſditons ha- 
ving their offices, | ad vitam | ſhall bee ColleQors thereof, And incaſe 
the ſayds Clerkes haue not alrcadie found ſufficient Caution for diſchar- 
pi"g of their duetics in their Offices, they ſhall bee holden betore they 
aue any intromiſſion with the ſame Taxation, to finde ſufficient Cau,

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tion for that effet. And where there are no hererable Officiers, nor 
Clerkes, having their Othices | ad vitaw] the ſayde ColleQor Generall of 
His Majeſtics Taxations (and his Depurics in his-name , ſufficiently au- 
thorized by him: and for whom hee ſhall bee holden to aunſwere , and 
whoſe Names hee ſhall cauſe publiſh at the Market Croſſe of the head 
Burgh of thar Juriſdiftion where there is no heretable Officier. nor Clerke 
[ ad vitam,} that his maieſties Lieges may know unto whome they ſhall 
make payment) ſhall collect and up-litt the ſame Taxation: - Which pay- 
ment becing made, the Receiver thereof ſhall bee oblicee to deliver 
unto the payerthereof an Acquittance upon-the receipt of the ſame; gre- 
tis] without payment ef any money for the ſame. 'IT. IS likewiſc pro- 
'vided, That the Fees of the Colle&ors and Receivers of the fame Tax« 
ation of Annuell-rentes, ſhall bee, Like as. heereby they are remitted to 
the diſcretion and arbitriment of the Lordes of his Majeſties Privie 
Counſcll, to bee ſer downe,and aggreed upon.by them.

Which Offer the ſaydes 
EsTA1Es accepted, and accept: And will, and declare, That their fayde Ot- 
fer ſhall no wayes derogate to their Priviledges and Immunities : Bur 
that their ſaydes Priviledees and Immunities thall bee kept, and obſerved 


unto them and their Succeſſoures in all times comming , unprxjudged 
by the fayde Offer, £

and ſmall benefices, as by the Vaſſall, Fewar, Tackeſ-man, and penfioner, 
according to the great or ſmall quantitie of the Free Reot which everie 
one of them hath, eyther of their Landes, Teyndes, or penſions. Which 
Certification to anie of the ſaydes perſons, Fewars, Vaſſalles, Tackefman, 
or penſioner, that compeireth not by themſclues, or their procuracoures 
at the day and places aboue-ſpecified, to the effe& aforeſayde : That ſuch 
as ſhall conveine with the ſaydes prelates, Lordes of Erections, patrones, 
and other beneficed perſons, or their procuratoures, ſhall proceede inthe 
equall diſtribution of the ſame Taxation, as well amongſt them that are 
abſent,as preſent : And ſhall make, and ſubſcribe, an autenticke Taxt 
Rolle there upon. And, incaſe that none of the ſaydes Vaſlalles, Fewars, 
Tackeſ-men, and penſtoners, ſhall conveine at the day and places aboue- 
ſpecified, to this efte&t, by themſelnes, or their procuratoures, but ſhall 
wilfullie abſent themſelues from the ſayde Meeting , It ſhall bee Jawtull 
for the ſaydes prelates, lordes of Erections, patrones, and other beneficed 
perſons, being preſent, by themſclues, or their procuratoures, at the daye 
and places aboue ſpecified, to make, ſet downe , and ſubſcribe the ſame 
Taxt Rolle, And incaſe any of the ſaydes prelates, lordes of EreQions, 
patrones, and other beneficed perſons, ſhall not conveine, by themſclues, 
or by their procuratoures, at the day and places aboue ſpecified, particu- 
larlie deſigned to euerie one of them , It ſhall bee lawfull for the ſaydes 
Vaſſalles, Fewars , iTackeſ{-men, and penſioners, at the leaſt ſo many of 
them as ſhall conveine, by themſelues, or their procuratoures , to make, 
{er downe, and ſubſcribe the ſayde taxt Rolle. Which taxt Rolle ſhall 
containe the particular Summe that every one ſhall bee found juſtlic to 
bee addebted to pay, the parties name addebted to pay the ſame, and the 
cauſe wherefore the ſame ought to bee payed. And being fo ſet downe, 
eyther by the prelate, lord of Ere&ion, patron, and other Cafe pers

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and {ubſcribed the ſame. Which taxt Rolle being fo fer downe, made, 
and ſubſcribed, in manner aboue written (and no orherwayes )and delive- 
red to the Clerke of the taxation, The ſayds ESTATES ordaines 
him to giue warrant for giving of letters of Reliete there-upon, Diſchar- 
ging him in any caſe to giue warrant for giving of letters of Reliefe upon 
anic Rolle preſented unto him, not made, and autenticklie ſubſcribed, in 
forme abouc written, as hee will aunſwere to the contraric, upon his pe- 
rill.

Realme, of every pound land of olde Extent, lying within the boundes 
of rheir Juriſdictions, for evety one of the foure rearmes aboue ſpecified: 
and in-bring, and deliver, the ſame unto the ColleRor aforeſayde : or to 
his Deputies, and Officiars in his name, having his power to receiue the 
ſame, ar the particular tearmes aboue ſpecified , under the payne of Re- 
bellion, &c.

berlaines, and Receivers of our Soveraigne Lordes proper landes, everic 
one of them for their owne partes | re/peive}] of the fayde Summe of 
thirtic Shillinges, money foreſayde , for every pounde lande of olde 
Extent pertayning unto them for _ one of the ſaydes foure tearmes 
payment, within twentie dayes next after they bee charged thereto, un- 
der the payne of Rebellion, &c. And if they fayle, To denounce, and 
elcheate, &c. And if neede bee that the ſaydes Shyreffes, Stewards, 
Bayllies, their Deputies, and Clerkes, Chamberlaines , and Receivers of 
our Soveraigne Lordes proper landes, poynd and diſtrayne the readieſt 
Goods and Geare being upon the ſaydes Landes therefore, as they ſhall

And for in-bringing of the Burrowes parte of the ſame taxation, 
Ordaynes letters to bee directed, Charging the Proveſt, and Bayllies of

And that 
the denunciation of Horning, following there-upon , ſhall not bee exe- 
cured untill the tearmes of payment bee by-paſt.

ATTOUR, His Mats 27s, and the fayds ESTATES, Conſi- 
dering the great abuſe which hath beene uſed in all times by-gone, by 
ſundry of the Lieges of this Realme, againſt all good conſcience, in cau- 


 fing their poore Fermorers, Tennentes, and Labourers,of their Ground, 


being removeable, who are ſubje& in payment of very deare Fermes, 
and other Duerties, to relicuc them of the whole burden of the by-gone 
Taxations: which hath beene the occaſion of Impoveriſhing of a grear 
Dy of the ſaydes Fermorers, Labourers, and Tennentes , and brin- 
them to utter wracke, and ruing ; Whereas of reaſon they _

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bee altogether free from the payment of any Taxation, and the ſame 
ſhould bee payed by fiich as haue Free Rentes, Landes, and Goods, of 
their owne. FOR REMEID whereof, It is ſtatured, and ordayned, 
That no perſons wharſoever, exact or compell his Tennentes; or Fermo- 
rers, removeable, who paye Ferme , and other deare Dueties, for the 
Landes occupied by them, to pay any parte of this preſent Taxation, or 
ro ſute relicte at their handes of the fame.

AND His Hicnnesss, and ESTATES foreſaydes, Ordains 
the Lordes of Seſſion, to bee onelie Judges to all ſuſpenſions to bee cra- 
ved and futed by anie of our Soveraine Lordes Lieges , touching the 
ſaydes Taxations, Which Suſpenſiones , His MaizsrT1s and E S- 
TATES waxy Long findes, may bee graunted upon lawfull and equi- 
table reaſons to bee conſidered by them : and diſcharges all other ] ud- 
ges within this Realme, of puny of anic 2s pas thereanenr, 
With power to the faydes Lordes to diligate fiue at the leaſt of their 
ordinarie number, as they thinke expedient, To fit, cognolce, and de- 
cyde the faydes Suſpenſiones, in time of vacance, if neede bce. 
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Highncſſe, the Prince, Predeceſſoures, Princes, and Stewardes of

J A nij, 1617. wete not ſetled, nor provided with con+ 
{tant Stipendes: But which yer remayne disfurni- 
ſhed, and unprovided of competent meanes to bee 
given to the Miniſters, who ſhall bee provided to the charge and funion 
of the cure of the fame. AND THEREWITH alſo, His Maje- 
ſtie conſidering, That there haue beene heererofore ſundry Kirkes united 
together, and conjoyned in one, Albeit upon good conſiderations, Ir 
may bee found more expedient, That the ſame union bee diffolved, and 
that the ſaydes Kirkes bee provided ſeverally, with diſtin& FunCtions,and 
ſeparate ſervices, at ſuch places where the commodic may affoorde, in 
the ſame manner, as if no ſuch union had beene made. And fuch like, 
becauſe there bee ſome Kirkes, whereof the Parochine is of ſo jr 
boundes, that manic of the Parochiners , dwelling in rowmes of the Pa- > 
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rochine, ſo remote from the XKirke : who for the great diſtance of the 
place, or for the interjecting of Waters berwixt their rowmes, and the 
Kirkes, which oftentimes, and eſpeciallic in Winter, are not paſſable, or 
for ſome ſuch other knowne- impediment, cannot haue acceſſe, and re- 
aire to the Paroche Kirkes, at the ordinary times appointed for Divine 
Loroies, and Worſhip , and enjoye the comfort of the exerciſe thereof. 
AND oOuR SOVERAINK LORD, according to the Prince- 
lie, and Godlic Indewmentes, wherewith His Majcſiie is fingularlie bleſ- 
ſed, being moſt carefull to eſtabliſh all good, and propagate the Reli- 
gious, and true worſhippe of G O D, univerſallic throughout all this 
whole Kingdome : Where-thorow all of His People may haue occaſion 
to participate the benefite of the Worde , without feeling of anie of

Vithour the which Conſent of the ſayds 
foure of every Eſtate ſo agreeing , The reſt of the ſfaydes Commiiho- 
ners ſhall haue no power to make any valide, or effectuall Concluſion, 
by vertue of this prxfent Commiſhon : Bur whatſoever (hall bee other- 
wayes done, is declared to bee of none avayle, force, nor effect. 

THAT IS TO SAY, Our Soveraine Lord, and Eſtates 
of Parliament, by che Tennor heereof gives, grauntes, and commitres, 
full power and authoritie to the ſaydes Commiſſioners, to meete, and 
conveine , in the Towne of Edinburgh, at ſuch time, and times, as they 
{hall appoint, and finde conuenient : And chere-to call, and ſummonde 
betore them, all Patrones, Tackeſ-men of Teyndes, great and ſmall, and 
others, having Right, by whatſoever Title to the Teyndes of any of the 
Kirkes within this Kingdome, which are not already planted by the fore- 
{xyde firſt Commiſhon : and which ſhall any wayes bee medled with 
by this praſent Commiſhon, as they ſhall thinke neceſlary, and expe- 
dient, To exhibite, and produce before them, their Rightes and Titles, 
whereby they claime rhe ſaides Teyndes, to bee ſcene, and conſidered, 
by the ſaides Commiſtoners : With power unto them, our of the faides 
Teyndes, of every Parochine and Kirke, not already planted : To appoint 
and aſſigne, at their diſcrerions, a perpetuall locall Stipende to the Mini- 
ſters prxſent, and to come ar all the ſaydes Kirkes, unprovided, as fayde 
is: AND that notwithſtanding any Right or Title prxtended by the 
{aides Tackeſ-men, or others, in whoſe Favoures Teyndes have bcene 
creed : With power alſo, to the faides Commiſhoners , to diſunite 
ſuch Kirkes, one or moe, as were united of before, and appointed to bee 
ſerved by one Miniſter. And as they upon good conſiderations thall find 
requiſice to appoint the ſame to bee ſerved by ſeverall Fun&tions, and 
Charges, as diſtin& Parochines, after ſuch manner as ſhall bee found by 
them molt expedient. Providing alwayes, Thar all parties having 1ntc- 
reſle in the union, and diſuriting of the ſaides Kirkes , and plantation 
thereot, giue their expreſſe Warrand and Conſent thereunto. 

I N the which caſe of Plantation, and proviſion of the Kirks which 
ſhall be disjoyned as ſaide is, the przſentation of the Miniſters ſhall be 
appointed by the ſaides Commiſſioners, to pertaine to the Patrons, con- 
forme to their Right thereof, to bee produced before them. And as the 
ſaides Lordes Commiſſioners ſhall finde moſt agrecable, with reaſon and 
equitie. With power likewiſe to the ſaides Commiſſioners, to appoint 
and ſet downe ſuch ſolide order, for erecting and building of new Kirks, 
in anie Parochines, where they ſhall finde neceſſitic, and conveniencre to 
doe the ſame , and where the Parochiners are not preſently well and 
commodiouſllic ſerved at the praſent Kirkes of the Parochine, as they 
ſhall finde moſt expedient. And the aides Kirkes being ereCted , with 
power to the ſaides Commiſſioners, to provide the fame with fuch pro- 
portion of Stipendes ,” as they ſhall finde may bee with leaſt prejudice, 
and beit commoditic, made our, of the fruitcs of the fayde Parocnt 
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the Miniſters, to bee appointed to ſerue at the ſaides new builded Kirks. 
To the which building, and making of new Kirks, and providing the ſame 
with competent Stipendes, The faydes ESTATES findes, and De- 
clares, Thar it ſhall bee expreſlclic neceſſarie, that the Patrones, Tackeſ- 
men, and other partics, having Intereſſe in the Ere&tion and building of 
the {aides new Kirks,and in the planting and proviſion thereof forefaide, 
giue their exprefſe Warrand and Conſent there-unto. Which beeing 
1o had, and obtayned, With Power to the ſaides Commiſſioners, to pro- 
ceede therein as is moſt agreeable with reaſon. 

IT IS Alwayes Declared, Thar in all, and everie one of the Ca. 
ſes aboue-written : Thar Is To Say , Eyther in providing of Kirkes nor 
planted of before, or in diſuniting of Kirkes formerly joyned: and ap- 
pony of ſeverall and diſtin& Stipendes to the ſame : Or in the Ere- 
Qing of new Kirkes, and proviſion of them, with Miniſters, and Stipends. 
The faides Commiſſioners ſhall haue expreſle power and warrande, To 
determine, and appoint fuch proportion and quantirtie, as they ſhall finde 
expedient, eyther amounting over the ſumie of fiue hundreth Markes,or 
beneath, and under the ſame, as they ſhall finde may moſt convenientlie 
and commodiouflie bee had: after the confideration of the quantitie and 
eſtare of the Fruites of the Kirke, and the caſe wherein the ſame is: and 
as may bee with leaſt prxjudice ſpared our of the ſame, A N D The 
faydes ESTATES Findes,and Declares, That the ſaydes Commiſſio- 
ners {hall have no power by vertue of this Commiſſion, To alter, or 
meddle with any Kirke, which was ſetled by vertue of the forclayd Com- 
miſſion , graunted in Anno 1 6 1 7. yeeres: Or to chaunge the eſtate 
thereof in any wayes: Or yet to erect, builde, or provide, any new Kirke 
without the ſpeciall and expreſfle conſent of all parties , having Intereſle, 
had, and obtayned there-unto : Without whoſe conſentes, it ſhall not bee 
lawfull for the ſaydes Commithoners, in any wayes, to touch the ſaydes 
Kirkes fo provided: But the ſame are expreſlely excepted ( Except in- 
caſe of conſent foreſayde ) out of this prxſent Commiſſion. 

AND ALSO, Foras much as the faydes ESTATES of 
Parliament, Conſidering the particular Petitions and Supplications af- 
ter ſpecified, given in to them by the perſons under-wrirten , to the ef- 
fe following : To wit, A Petition given-in, by Thomas Burner of Leyes, 
Deſiring a new Kirke to bee erected, and builded, within the Pabeckins 
of Fertereſſo, upon any parte within the ſame Parochine, moſt cweſt for 
the inſtruction of the Parochiners of Fettereſlo, who dwell moſt remote 
from the preſent Kirke thereof. Item, a Supplication given in by the 
Gentlemen and Parochiners of the Parochine of Roiſnethe; Deſiring, 
Thar the Kirke of Roiſnethe , for the cauſes ſpecified in their Supplica- 
tion, founded upon the incommodious ſituation of the ſayde Kirke,might 
bee tranſported out of the Yle of Roiſnethe,where it preſently ſtanderh, 
ro that parte of the mayne Land of the ſayde Parochine, called the Lands 
of Ardinconnell, as place moſt convenient, and indifferent for the whole 
Parochiners to reſort unto. Item, a Petition given in, by Iohn, Earle of 
Wigton, Lord Flemming, and Cumbernauld, and remanent Parochiners 
of the Parochine of Leinzie: craving licence to tranſportc, found, builde, 
and ere&,the Kirke of the faide Parochine of Leinzic, preſently ſtanding 
atthe Weſt ende of the Parochine thereof; to any other parte - the 
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ſame Parochine, neare the middeſt thereof, moſt convenient for the eaſe 
of the whole Parochiners : And being builded, to bee declared to be the 
onely Kirke of the ſayde Parochine of Leinzic- Item, two Warrandes, 
given m,undzr His HIGHNESSE Hand,Concerning the appointing, 
and determinating, which of the two Kirkes of Larbaire and Donypace, 
formerly unired , ſhould bee the ordinary place of publicke Divine Ser- 
vice of the ſaides two Parochines, As in the ſame two Patentes contay- 
ning theix owne ſeverall Deſires at more length is contayned. Item, a 
Petition given in, by the parochiners of the parochines of Kilcharrane, 
Kilmichaell, and Kilchuflane, united by the former Commiſſion : and of 
che parochines of Kilcolmkill , and Kilblane, alſo united by the ſame 
Comaniſſion: all lying within Kintyre: Deſiring libertie for building and 
ereCting of a Kirke for ſerving of the firſt three parochines , with ano- 
ther Kirke for ſerving of the rwo laſt parochines, both united as ſayde is. 
Item, a Supplication given in, by Iohn, Lord Hay, of Zeſter, and the poſ- 
ſefloures of the Landes of Rodonno : . Deſiring, that the ſame Landes of 
Rodonno, with the pertinentes, ſhould bee declared to haue beene , and 
ro bee in time comming, a parte of the parochine of Lyns, as alſo cra. 
ving, that it might bee lawfull ro the fayde Iohn, Lord Hay, of Zeſter, to 
builde a Kirke upon the moſte commodious place of his Landes of Ro- 
donno, or Mcggett, for ſerving of the Inhabiranzes thereof, at ſuch times 
as they ſhould bee impeded by ſtorme of weather, from comming to the 
Kirke of Lyns. Item, a Supplication given in,to the ſayds ESTATES, 
Deſiring , that the diſſolution of rhe fourty pounde lande of Buchanane, 
from che Kirke of Luſſe, and union thereof, to the Kirke and parochine 
of Inſchcalzieoche, done by the former Commiſhon, might bee now ra- 
tified: and the ſame fourry pounde lande, declared to remaine in time 
comming, as aparte of the parochine of Inſchcalzicoche. Item, a perti- 
tion given in, by Patricke, Biſhoppe of Aberdene: Deſiring the E $- 
TATES, to giue power to the foreſaydes Commiſſioners, to ratifie 
and approue the voluntary Diſfolutions of the former unions of theſe 
Kukes within his Diocie, to the ſeverall proviſions, whereof the parties 
having LIntereſle there-intill , haue conſented, and ro admitte theſe who 
make offer arthe ſight of the Biſhoppe and Presbyterie where the Kirkes 
lye, To provide the ſame ſeverally, Albeir they ſhall not make out the 
full Rate and Stipende appoynted by the laft Commiſſion. And laſt, a 
petition given in, by the Miniſter at the Kirke called Chriſtes Kirke, ar 
Uudney: Craving the ſame Kirke to bee ſufficiently planted , and provi- 
ded, with a conſtant and locall Stipende, and the ſame made ſure to the 
Miniſter ſerving the cure at the ſayde Kuke, as the forefaydes Supplica- 
tions, Petitions, and Patentes [ reſpefive ] aboue-written, in themſelues 
more fully proportes, ; 

AND, Finding the Deſires foreſaydes reaſonable , Our fayde So- 
veraine LORD, and ESTATES of Parliament, Giues, Grauntes, 
and commitrtes,full power and authoritie, to the ſaydes Commiſſioneres, 
to appoynt, determine, and ſette doyne , iuch ſolide Order anent the 
whole particulars above-mentioned, and every one of them, as they at- 
ter conſideration and triall had, and raken, by them there-anent, ſhall 
finde moſte expedient, and agreeable with reaſon. To the doing where- 
of, in every one of the particulars foreſaydes, (Except anent the _— 
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- of a newe Kirke within the parochine of Fettereſſo, as is deſired by the 


Laird of Leves) THE ESTATES Findes, and Declares, Thar ir 
ſhall bee onclie neceſſaric ro ſummonde all Partrones, Tackeſ-men , and 
other parties wharſoever, having Interefle in the particulars foreſaydes,to 
heare, and ſee order taken, in the przmiſſesthereanent: Thar after Cira- 
tion, the Commiſſioners may conſider of the Intereſle and prajudice, it 
anie ſhall bee qualified by anie perſon before them, anent the particulars 
aboue-mentioned : and may then proceede therein, as they ſhall inde 
moſt expedient . But the E STATES findes, and declares, That in 
the ſetling and determination of the firſt particular aboue-mentioned, a- 
nent the building of a newe Kirke within the parochine of Fettereilo, 
There ſhall bee expreſlelic requiſite , the ſpeciall and expreſle eonſent 
and warrand of the parties, having Intereſle there-intill: By, and beſide 
the Ciration and Summonding of them to that effect : AND findes, 
and Declares, That the Decreete and Sentence of the ſaydes Commil- 
fioners, to bee given by them in all the particulars forelaydes, and every 
one of them ſhall have the ſtrength, force, and authoritie of a Sentence, 
and Act of Parliament, ſuch like as the ſame had beene, done, and deter- 
mined, by rhe ſaydes ESTATES themlelues. 

AND Becauſe Reaſon and Equitie craveth , That recompenſe 
ſhould bee made unto the Tackeſ-men , and other perſones whatſoever, 
who ſhall bee by, rhe Sentence of the faydes Commiſhoners, hurt and 
przjudged of thGir preſent profite, which they may lawtullic bruike, by 
vertue of their Titles and Rightes,, eſtabliſhed in their perſons : and up- 
on whome, by vertue of the ſayde Sentence , anie Burthen of the Su- 
ſtentation an Fr. on of the ſaydes Kirkes and Miniſters is to be im- 
poled: T F £ FORE, Our Soveraine LORD, and E $S- 
TATES of Parliament, Giues full. power, and commiſhon , to the 
laydes Commiſſioners, fo to proceede inthe derermining of the ſayde 
recompenſe, that incaſe the Lorde, or anic other, having Right to erected 
Przlacics, who ſhall bee cited before them, refuſe to rake the Burthen of 
Planrarion of anie Kirkes belonging to the ſaydes erected Prwlacies, 
wiych are in auie of the caſes aboue-written : And thar upon their retu- 
Jall, (The ſame retufall being firſt found reaſonable by the faydes Com- 
miſioners ) the burthen of the ſayde plantation ſhall bee layde and im- 
poled by the ſaydes Commiſſioners, in whole, or in parte, eyther uppon 
the principall Tackeſ-men of anie of the Fruites of the ſaydes Kirkes: Or 
incaſe of the Tackeſ-mens refuſall, the burthen bee impoſed uppon the 
Sub-Tackeſ-men thereof : The ſaydes Commiſſioners thall haue power 
ro decerne, appoint, and ordaine, ſuch particular recompenſe to bee gi- 
ven unto the faydes Tackeſ-men , or Sub-Tackeſ-men, by renewing of 
taeir Tackes, or Sub-Tackes, after the expvring thereof, upon ſuch con- 
ditions, as the ſaydes Commiſſioners ſhall finde reaſonable.

LIKE AS The ſayds Commilſioners ſhall haue ſuch like power to 
determine, decerne, and appoint ſuch particular ſatisfaction , and recom- 
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penſe, to bee given eyther to Laicke-Patrones, or to the Tackeſ-men of 
the Fruites of the Kirkes , belonging to the lyke patronages and Sub- 
Tackeſ-men thereof, as they ſhall rhinke may bee aunſwerable ro the 
burthen to bee impoſed upon eyther of them, for the cauſe aboue-writ- 
ten proportionallie., JN THE preſcribing of the which recom- 
penſe, The ſaydes Commilſsioners ſhall haue ſpeciall reſpe&, what con- 
{ideration they finde reaſonable to bee given to the ſaydes Patrones, for 
their conſentes to the Tackes, it anie ſhall bee appointed, arid decerned 
to bec ſerre, and given unto the ſaydes Tackeſ-men, for recompenſe fore- 
ſayde.

which may repayre the ſame. i 
AND OUR fayde Soveraine LORD, with Adviſe and Conſent 
of the ſaydes ESTATES, Declares, ſtatutes, and ordaines, thar all 
Tackes, which ſhall bee decerned by the ſaydes commiſsioners , to bee 
given in recompenſe to anic perſon whatſoever , for the cauſes aboue- 
written: And which ſhall bee. ſ{etre for obedience , and conforme to the 
layde Decreete, and Sentence, whatſoever yeares, or long ſpace the faids 
Tackes ſhall comprehende, ſhall bee good, lawfull, and ſufficient fecuri- 
ties, to the perſones in whoſe ſavoures the fame are appointed to bee 
given, and conceaved. Neyther ſhall the fame bee anie wayes przjud- 
ged, by the A made in the Parliament holden in Anno 1 6 1 7. By the 
which it is Statuted ;, THAT no Arch-Biſhop, Biſhop, or Przlate, 
ſhould ſette in Tacke anie parte of their patrimonie, tor longer ſpace nor 
ninetcene yeates : AN D , That no inferiour beneficed perſons (hall 
ſette in Tacke any parte of their Benefice for longer ſpace nor their 
owne life times, and fiue yeares there-after, as the ſaide Statute proports: 
From the Which Statute the ſavdes Tackes ſo appoynted to bee fer, and 
given in recompenſe, are, and ſhall bee cxcepred, and reſerved, and 
thall no wayes come under the compaſle of the ſame Ac and Statute, 
nor in anie thing therein contained. Burt the ſame ſhall remayne , and 
abide, valide, and ſufficient Rightes, for the whole ſpace, and yeares ap- 
poynted therein, according to the Tennor thereof : notwithſtanding of 
the ſayde A and Statute. And becauſe it may fall foorth, That in the 
recompenſe to bee appoynted, by the fayds Commiſſioners, to the P4-

appoynt as many yeares after the expyring of the przſent Tackes , to 
the Tackeſ-men of the ſaydes Kirkes, and Teyndes : Or to the patrones 
or Sub-Tackeſ-men | reſpefive ] tor bruicking of the ſfaydes Teyndes, 
for recompenſe of the ſayde burthen, as they ſhall thinke reaſonable: 
Which ſhall bee as good, valide , and ſufficient Rightes, to the ſaydes 
patrones, Tackeſ-men , or Sub-Tackeſ-men, | reſpei#ive] and unto their 
Heyres and Aſſignes, for bruicking, poſleſsing, and diſponing on the 
ſaydes Teyndes, during the ſaydes yeares of prorogation : As if good, 
lawfull, and valide Tackes and Rightes of the ſaydes Teyndes had beene 
ſerte, and made to them, by the Titulares of the Benefices, to whom the 
ſame belonged: With conſent of all parties having Intereſſe. WITH 
expreſle proviſion, and declaration, Thar at the cxpyring of all the ſaydes 
yeares , the right of the ſaydes teyndes , and power to fette tackes 
thereof , ſhall returne, and appertayne to the aforeſaydes titulares of 
the foreſaydes bencfices, as they did before the making of this prxſent 
At. AND OUR fayde Soueraine LOR DE, with adviſe of 
the ESTATES, Declares, and Ordaynes this przſent Commiſ. 
ſion ro beginne upon the tenth day of Januarie, next to come : with 
continuation of dayes: and to laſt, and endure , during the ſpace of 
yeare and day thereafter. After the which time, the ſame Nall ceaſe,and 
expyre: And ordaynes the Decreete, and Sentence of the ſayds Com- 
miſsioners, in all the particulares foreſaydes, and everie one of them, to 
haue the ſtrength, force, and authoritic of a Decreete, Sentence, and At 
of Parliament. For obedience whereof, the Lordes of Sefsion ſhall di- 
re&, and graunt Letters, in forme as effeires, and according as ſhall bee 
neceſlarie, Which commiſsion aboue-written, taking force, and full ef. 
fe&t,in all the ſaydes particulares therein contayned, as the ſame are ſet 
downe, and comprehended therein , by pronunciation of decreete and 
ſentence upon the ſame, conforme to the power therein comprehended, 
given unto the ſayds Commiſsioners. 

OUR SOVERAINE LORD, with expreſſe conſent, and af- 
ſent, of the ESTATES, in that caſe, findes, and declares, That no 
perſone, in whoſe favoures the teyndes of Kirkes, and Begefices, are erc- 
ed: nor no other, whatſpever, bruicking teyndes , by vertue of rightes 
lawfullie made to them of the ſame , according to the Lawes of this 
Realme then ſtanding, ſhall bee ever farther altered, or quarrelled in anie 
of cheir ſayds rights in anie time to come, farther than ſhall be appoynted 
by the ſayde decreete and ſentence to follow upon this prxſent Com-' 
miſsion. Bur the ſaydes rightes and ſecurities incaſe foreſayde , hall 
remayne in their owne ſtrength, force, and effe& : as good, lawfull, and 
ſufficient rightes, and ſecurities, unto them, and everie one of them, for 
cheir owne partes , for bruicking and enjoying of the ſaydes teyndes, 
conforme to the tennour of the ſaydes rightes, for now, and for ever.

LS#FI/ UR SOVERAINE LORD,and ESTATES 
AF of Parliament, Conſidering that His Majeſties Lie- 
ges are greatly damnified , and prxjudged, by the 
abuſe and evill cuſtome , which heeretofore hath 
Ai beene obſerved in Compriſinges : whereby Lord- 
ſhips, Barronies, and other great portions of Landes 
are compriſed for ſmall ſummes of money : and 
thereby the compriſer hath right to the mailes , dueties, and profites of 
the Landes: notwithſtanding that they farre exceede the profite of that 
{urmnme of money for the which the ſaydes Landes are compriſed. FOR 
remeide whereof, It is ſtatured, and ordayned, That the compriſer ſhall 
haue no further right to the mailes, fermes, and dueties of the compri- 
ſed landes, by vertue of the compriſing ledde ar his inſtance, during the 
yeares and ſpace that the ſaine is redeemeable , but onelie to ſuch parte 
and quantitie thereof as will correſponde to the Annuell-rent of the 
ſumme, at ten for the hundreth, for the which compriſing is ledde with 
this proviſion alwayes, and expreſle declaration , Thar if the mailes and 
duerts of compriſed landes exceede the proportion of the annuell-rent of 
the foreſayde ſummes, for the which the compriſing is deduced , and 
that the compriſer pleaſe to intromet therewith, and according thereun- 
to, thathee haue intromiſsion with the ſame, in that caſe his foreſayd fur- 
ther intromiſsion, which ſhall extende to any greater quantitie than will 
juſtlye fatisfie him of the toreſayde annuell-rent, ſhall bee aſcribed, in 
payment and fatisfation of his principall ſummes, [ pro tant. ] 
LIKE AS THE ESTATES findes, and declares, Thar the 
ſame further intromiſsion ſhall bee aſcribed in that payment of the ſayd 
principall ſumme : So that if it ſhall happen that the quantitie of the 
mailes and duerties to bee intromitted with by the compriſer, to extende 
unto as much as will fatisfie the whole principall ſummes, with the ordi- 
narie annuell-rent thereof, according to ten for each hundreth, and the 
expences beſtowed by the compriſer, in paſsing, and obtayning Infeft- 
ment of the Superiour, of whome the Landes are holden : rogether with 
the annuell-rent of the ſaydes ſummes, ſo given by the compriſer to the 
Superiour, for entering of him to the compriſed landes, and the neceflarie 
expenſes and charges waired and beſtowed by the fayde compriſer , in 
leading and deducing the fayde compriſing , in that caſe, thereafter the 
compriſing to expyre [| #pſo fatto ] and to ceaſe in all times following. 
AND IF that the perſon againſt whom compriſing is led bee Minor, 
and of lefſer age, IT IS ſtatuted, and ordayned, that it ſhall be lawfull to 
him at any time within his perfe& age of twentie five yeares com- 
plete, to redeeme the ſaydes compriſed Landes, by payment of the 
ſummes for the which the ſayde compriſing was ledde, and of the law- 
full annuell-rentes thereof , according to ten for each hundreth. Toge- 
ther with the expenſes beſtowed in paſsing and obtayning of the Infett- 
ment. from the Superiour, and ordinarie annuell-rent of the ſame : toge- 
ther alſo, with the neceſlaric expenſes beſtowed in leading and — 
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of the ſayde Compriſing, as is aboue-writen, . And that notwithſtanding 
of the preceeding Lawes, and Practique of this Kingdome zby the which 
the Legall reverſion of compriſed Landes, expyred within ſeaven yeares 
after the leading of the compriſing : From the which His Majeſtic and 
Eſtates hath, by this przſenc A, and Statute , excepted Minors, in all 
rimes comming , declaring the ſame no wayes to runne againſt them. 
BUT IT IS Declared, That if a Minor redeeme not Landes com- 
priſed, (the right of Reverſion whereof is competent in his perſon ) wi- 
thin ſeaven yeares after the leading of the ſfayde Compriſing, bur ac- 
cording to the benefite graunted unto him by this preſent Act, ſuffer the
